He returned from Hongkong to England 
Tor a holiday Jast June, and ‘after a hrief | 
stay in this country proceeded to Coa- 
trexéville with his, daughters.» Alter re- 
nainingthere for three weeks, he went 
to, reside at his villa ay Feétan in the 
Engadine, and, having. caught a chill 
whilst travelling “to his destination, he 
became il] there. As his health showed 
no signs of improvement, he left Fétan 
for Zurich, where he beeame so seriously 
ill that he returned to Londun. On his 
arrival on August 25th, he went at ence 
to a nursing home, , where all medical’ 
efforts proved of no avail, and he passed 
away on Augist 27th, . 

Mr. Stephen was born in Aberdeen on. 
September 14th, 1862, hut when quite 
young went to live at Turriff, in Aber- 
deenshire, where he received ‘his educa- 
tion under a“! Dominie,’, who was well 
known as a teacher. Like many other 
famous Scots, he left'sghool when. young 
to serve an apprenticeship in. the Town 
and County Bank, in Aberdeen, his native 
city.

In 1865 he was 
trnosferred to the head office of that 
Bank in Hongkong, and had the good

gs a ‘banker. Mr. Stephen was quick to 
avail himself of the privilege he enjoyed 
_of working under such an exceptional 
chief, and he never tired of speaking in 
terms of the greatest nffection and ad- 
miration. of his beloved ‘Chief. Though 
2 hard and conscitntious worker, Mr. 
Stephen was always -keen on . manly 
sports, and in his youth was well known 
for his prowess a8 a rowing man, row- 
ing being one of his"fayourite pastimes, 
in, which he distinguished himself . and 
through which be made lifelong friends.
